that benefit all citizens. 


Today, there are more than 4,000 
Chambers of Commerce in the U. &. In 
nearly 200 years, Chambers have stead- 
“fly developed to a high point of effici- 
ency and have proved vitally import- 
ant in business and civic development 
throughout the nation. 


- HOW IS IT ORGANIZED? 
- < The members, according 
_ to the By-Laws’ provisions 
elect a Board of Directors 
‘whose members serve with- 
‘ “out pay. 
: They determina policies and the gen- 
eral course and pation of the Cham- 
ant committees are set up 
the general membership under 
supervision of the Board. ~ 
In its highest form the Chamber has 
‘a high percentage of its total member- 
ship serving on various committees, 
some for specific jobs already officially 
a part of the work program and others 
‘to study needs and submit recommend- 
ations to the Board as to what should 
be done and how. 


The Board employs a Manager who, 
with such staff as is needed for the 
work, are the only paid employees.

_ nity development. 


An effective program includes in- 
dustrial development, trade promotion, 
civic activities, public relations for the 
community, and other projects or pro- 
grams peculiar to the specific commu- 
nity’s needs. 


Through their own organized efforts, 
all members of the business 
and professional people alike — obtain 
many benefits, both and indirect, 
through increased community payrolls
